The trouble has been hang 
ing about him for several weeks, bu' 
has so increased in severity that he wil 
be compelled to lay up for absolute res,! 
in order to make himself good to be a! 
his post of duty at the special meetlnf 
of congress next month It will U 
necessary for him to deny himself tt 
, visitors for the prusent, and his friendi 
will, of course, observe his request thai 
he be permitted to <ret all possible ben- 
eflt from his vacation." 

A similar attack confined him to hli 
house here for a fortnight about tali 
season last year. The president wil 
remain through tlie month of July. lib 
illness means that offloe-ecekers must 
keep away from lilm for the present ul 
least, and they have now the opportun- 
ity to take vacations, for the presldeni 
will not oall upon them to assume any 
office. No appointments will be mad4 
from Cray Gables, and the provident 
will not transact any public hiisinest 
here whatever, except such us ths 
necessities of the government may ab- 
solutely demand. It is desired to givi 
him all the rest and recreation possible, 
and not allow him to be annoyed by 
office-seekers.
